Lord's Larder stocked up thanks 
to Yarlington's fundraising efforts 


EATING cakes, wearing casual clothes, holding 
bingo sessions and fetes all contributed to an amaz¬ 
ing total, as employees and residents of a local 
housing group raised money for their chosen char¬ 
ity. 

After a year of fundraising, Yarlington handed over 
a total of £2,764.48 to The Lord's Larder, which was 
voted as their charity of the year for 2014. 

Residents at retirement living schemes joined the 
campaign and organised their own events, where 
one manager even went so far as to have his chest 
and legs waxed - all in a good cause. 

The ever popular"tuck boxes"in Yarlington offices 
and dress down or dress up days brought in over 
£1,400. 

"Yarlington have raised an absolutely fantastic 
amount towards the food bank.

Youth clubs granted more than £5,500 


YOUTH club initiatives in Tatworth and Martock 
have been granted more than £5,500 between 
them. 

Martock Parish Council was awarded £3,250 to¬ 
wards the cost of a drop-in session for 11 to 19 year 
olds, and Tatworth Community Youth Club was 
awarded £2,260 towards the cost of a youth worker 
for the Friday evening youth club. 

A total of 21 youth clubs received a share of 
£58,000 in grants from Somerset County Council to 
help run popular sessions. The grants from Somer¬ 
set Youth and Community Service will support new 
and existing projects that benefit young people 
across the county. These projects have been further 
boosted by over £90,000 in locally raised funding 
and hundreds of hours given by volunteers. 


Councillor Frances Nicholson, Cabinet member for 
Children and Families at Somerset County Council, 
said: "I am pleased that we have been able to sup¬ 
port our communities with these grants, which are 
a top-up to the funds they have already worked 
hard to raise locally. 

"Many of these projects are heavily reliant on the 
generosity and dedication of volunteers. I'd like to 
thank them for everything they do and I hope the 
grant funding helps ensure these projects continue 
benefiting the young people of Somerset in the fu¬ 
ture." 

Each application was assessed by a grant panel 
against the criteria and the value for money offered 
by the proposal.

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MP welcomes drop in unemployment 


LOCAL MP David Laws has this week wel¬ 
comed news that unemployment levels in the 
Yeovil constituency has fallen by 65.5 per 
cent since the 2010 general election. 

In April 2010 the statistics show that 1,459 peo¬ 
ple in the Yeovil constituency, which encompasses 
Yeovil, Crewkeme, Chard, Ilminster and surround¬ 
ing villages, were unemployed, or 2.9 per cent of 
the economically active population. 

At the end of 2014, that figure had fallen to just 
503, or 0.9 per cent. Last year alone, unemploy¬ 
ment in the Yeovil constituency fell by 45.7 per 
cent as 424 fewer people were registered as unem¬ 
ployed. 

Across the UK, the unemployment rate has fallen 
to 5.8 per cent, the lowest level in six years.

stituency, Mr Laws (pictured), said: “These figures 
are really good news, it is great to see that unem¬ 
ployment in our area is so low and that more and 
more people are finding jobs. The fall in unem¬ 
ployment in the last year alone is one of the biggest 
on record. 

‘The Liberal Democrats have worked hard since 
2010 to turn around the country’s finances and fix 
the economic mess we inherited from the last gov¬ 
ernment. 

“We are now seeing the benefits of some of that 
work. Across the whole of the UK, more people 
are in work than ever before, and over 80 per cent 
of the annual rise in employment can be found in 
full-time employment. 

“Yeovil has continually enjoyed a much lower 
unemployment rate than the national average, and 


adding an additional £3.41 to a Band D prop¬ 
erty's annual council tax bill. 

An increase in the policing precept will be ac¬ 
companied by savings of just over £13million, 
which have to be found next year. 

Protect frontline services 

The decision to increase the precept was 
made following a consultation which showed 
that residents on average supported an in¬ 
crease in council tax precept up to 2.4 per cent. 

Speaking after meeting with the Police and 
Crime Panel, Mrs Mountstevens said:"Next year 
we've had to find significant savings and asking 
residents to pay a little more will help us reduce 
the impact of that and protect frontline serv¬ 
ices. 

"We know from asking people that residents 
are willing to pay a small amount more for

“There is of course 
more work to do as we 
move into the next par¬ 
liament.

policing and this increase works out at around 
6.5 pence each week on an average bill. It's a 
small amount but will make a big difference in 
helping keep people safe and feeling safe. 

"I'm grateful to the panel for approving my 
budget and have spoken with them today 
about the financial challenges we anticipate in 
the future. 

"By 2018/19 an additional £40million in sav¬ 
ings will need to be found and we'll have to look 
for more creative ways to do what we do now 
but with fewer resources. Increasing the polic¬ 
ing precept today is a step towards bridging 
that gap."

Two people hospitalised 
after car crashes into wall 

TWO people were taken to hospital after a car 
collided with a wall in Crewkerne. 

The accident happened at about 4.40pm on 
Friday, February 13th. 

A spokesperson for the fire and rescue service 
said: "One fire appliance from Crewkerne, one 
from Yeovil and the rescue tender from Yeovil 
attended a collision involving a single vehicle 
that had gone into a wall in East Street. 

"Crews confirmed that two elderly occupants 
were trapped. They used hydraulic cutting 
equipment to remove the door, and worked 
alongside paramedics to release the casualties. 
"Both casualties were transferred to hospital." 

No injuries in Misterton crash 

A CAR came off Flenley Road, Misterton, and 
ended up in a ditch in the early hours of Mon¬ 
day, February 16th. 

The accident was reported just before 
12.45am. A spokesperson for the fire and res¬ 
cue service said: "One fire appliance from 
Crewkerne, one from Beaminster and the res¬ 
cue tender from Yeovil were sent to a report of 
a road traffic collision. 

"On arrival the crew confirmed that the inci¬ 
dent involved one vehicle which had left the 
road and gone into a ditch. 

"No persons were trapped. Fire crews made 
the vehicle and scene safe." 

Chimney fire in Barrington 

FIREFIGHTERS were called to deal with a chim¬ 
ney fire at Gibbs Lane, Barrington, near Ilmin¬ 
ster, in the afternoon of Tuesday, February 3rd. 

They were called at about 2.50pm and extin¬ 
guished the blaze from the hearth using "chim¬ 
ney gear".

Will Deflation ever be 
good for business? 


CRAIG Oliver, Company and Com¬ 
mercial Solicitor at Stokes Partners 
LLP in Crewkerne, looks at 
whether deflation can ever be 
good fora business. 

The UK Consumer Prices Index 
fell to 0.3% in January. With energy 
prices due to fall between now 
and April, there is the real 
prospect that the UK may experi¬ 
ence deflation; you have to go as 
far back as March 1960 to find the 
last time we had negative infla¬ 
tion, and even further back to 
1934 to find a full calendar year 
when inflation was lower than it is 
now. 

Businesses are starting to ask 
what deflation might mean for 
them. 

What it ought to mean is that 
with falling prices, and the green 
shoots of earnings growth, con¬ 
sumers should see an improve¬ 
ment in their purchasing power in 

2015. A rise in consumer spending 
could give the economy the boost 
it needs. Lower energy costs could 
help businesses become more 
competitive and profitable. The 
British Chambers of Commerce 
argue also that with inflation set to 
remain low, interest rates should 
stay where they are until at least 

2016. Good news for business and 
consumers it would seem. 

An argument though often cited 
against deflation is that con¬ 


sumers and companies will delay 
purchases and investment be¬ 
cause they anticipate lower prices 
in the future. Certainly in terms of 
reduced investment by a business, 
if deflation is suffered over a pro¬ 
longed term, that would appear to 
be a risk - where the cost to a busi¬ 
ness of its loans and other borrow¬ 
ings remains static, and there are 
lower expectations of future prof¬ 
its when future prices are lower, it 
stands to reason that a business is 
going to have less capital available 
to invest. In the long run, the con¬ 
cerns would be that any increased 
spending by consumers would 
not be able to match the spending 
cuts that would be forced on busi¬ 
nesses by falling prices, giving rise 
to a deflationary spiral such as the 
20-year cycle experienced by 
Japan. 

If we do experience deflation 
here in the UK though, there is no 
evidence to suggest it is going to 
be anything other than a short¬ 
term blip. Once lower petrol, food, 
alcohol and tobacco prices are 
stripped from the inflation figure, 
core inflation actually rose from 
1.3% to 1.4% in January. 

With no signs that negative infla¬ 
tion, if it comes, will be here to 
stay, our fleeting experience of it 
should be of the'good'sort. 

Nevertheless, businesses could 
well use this as an opportunity to 


review their commercial agree¬ 
ments generally. Agreements with 
suppliers, for example, may offer 
an opportunity to renegotiate 
product pricing by taking advan¬ 
tage of any inflation-linked meas¬ 
ures, or a reduction in, for 
example, the cost of raw materials 
and equipment. 

Craig and the commercial team 
at Stokes Partners LLP will work 
with businesses and undertake a 
review of their commercial agree¬ 
ments to identify opportunities 
where costs can be reduced, and 
in the case of suppliers them¬ 
selves, to develop robust strate¬ 
gies to resist customers'demands 
to reduce those costs.

War Horse author agrees to be 
patron of Horton-based charity 


THE Horton-based Jemima Layzell 
Trust has welcomed renowned 
“War Horse” author Michael 
Morpurgo as its patron. 

Sophy Layzell, founder 
of the trust and mother of 
Jemima, announced at a 
recent talk for the Rotary 
Club of llminster that 
the author had agreed to 
become the charity’s pa¬ 
tron. 

The trust was set up in 
memory of 13-year-old 
Jemima who died suddenly 
from a massive bleed on her 
brain in March 2012. She collapsed 
at home without warning and died just four 
days later at Bristol Royal Hospital for Chil¬ 
dren. 

Jemima had wanted her organs to be donated 
and they were eventually used to save the lives 
of eight others, as well as the sight of three peo¬ 
ple. 

The teenager had also dreamed of becoming a 
published author so her parents decided to pub¬ 
lish her personal diaries, which she had kept 
since age four, as a book named “The Draft”. 
The book went on sale last year, on what would 
have been Jemima’s 15th birthday, with half the 
profits going to Jemima’s sister and the rest to¬ 
wards setting up the charitable trust, which aims 
to promote organ donations and support young 
people with brain injuries. 

Sophy explained to Rotarians that, although 
her decision to publish her daughter’s private 


thoughts may have been seen as 
“invasive”, the family wanted 
to raise awareness of organ 
donation whilst sharing 
Jemima’s talent for writ¬ 
ing. 

The diaries share 
Jemima’s thoughts 
about love, friendship 
and the future and her 
writing has attracted 
praise from several fa¬ 
mous authors, including 
children’s writer Dame 
Jacqueline Wilson. 

Speaking on the book, new pa¬ 
tron Michael Morpurgo has previously 
commented: “We all have our stories to tell. 
This is Jemima’s first and last and, because of 
that, so important to all of us who read it now. 
This is her life” 

Rotarian Linda Piggott-Vijeh, who had re¬ 
cently met with Sophy to talk about ways in 
which she could help to raise the profile of the 
charity, said: “I well remember Jemima’s tragic 
death and bought a copy of ‘The Draft’ when it 
was first released. It is a very moving and per¬ 
sonal testament to a lovely young girl whose life 
was cut short.” 

At the conclusion of the Rotary talk, everyone 
was given a flower to wear in memory of 
Jemima and to provoke conversations about 
organ donations. 

Jemima loved to wear flowers in her hair, as 
the cover of her book shows.

PUPILS from Year 6 at Neroche Pri¬ 
mary School in Broadway, near llmin¬ 
ster, spent a morning dissecting ox 
hearts as part of their biology studies. 

The children carefully dissected the 
hearts and used their knowledge 
gained during the term to investigate 
where the key components were. 
These key areas, such as the atriums 
and aorta, were found and then la¬ 
belled with flags. 

Owen and Tyler exclaimed: "We 
couldn't believe it, cutting up and 
looking around a heart was amazing. 
We can't believe we have all this 
going on inside us." 

Once the children had recorded 
their work, they became the teachers 
for children from Years 4 and 5. 

Science teacher Mr Edwards then 
dissected a full set of heart and lungs 
to highlight the relationships be¬ 


tween these key organs, which led to 
more discoveries. 

Mr Edwards commented: "Here at 
Neroche we do not place a glass ceil¬ 
ing upon the possibilities for learning 
for our children, particularly in sci¬ 
ence. 

"We are one of very few primary 
schools that brings biology work at 
this level to primary-aged children. 
Watching our Year 6 children, in a 
space of a morning moving from 
pupils investigating and learning, to 
then teaching theirfriends in younger 
year groups is so powerful to watch. 

"I cannot wait to introduce even 
more exciting science later this term." 

Earlier this Year Neroche Primary 
School's excellence in teaching Sci¬ 
ence was recognised nationally with 
the school being awarded a Silver Na¬ 
tional Primary Science Quality Mark. 


Society holds study day 
on history of western art 


MEMBERS Neroche and District Fine 
Arts Society were treated to a fascinat¬ 
ing study day on the history of western 
art at Monk’s Yard, just outside llmin¬ 
ster. 

The day was led by Leslie Primo from 
the National Gallery in London and he 
covered 2,000 years of art in the course 
of the day. 

Leslie (pictured top right) followed the 
development of art over the ages, and 
focused on the key personalities and 
their corresponding masterpieces that 
changed the way contemporary artists 
and their successors approached their 
subjects. For instance, he highlighted 
the development of the freeze frame or 
action shot in sculpture, and contrasted 
the dynamics of Bellini’s action-packed 
statue of David in the act of using his 
sling, with the more famous, contempla¬ 
tive David of Michaelangelo. 

Similarly, Caravaggio's chiaroscuro 
scenes broke the mould set by the great 
renaissance artists, to become trend set¬ 
ters of the 17th century. 

Leslie was able to set each picture or 
sculpture in the context of the time, and 
show how and why the turbulent 
changes in society had led the artist into 
breaking new ground, and setting new 
standards of excellence. 

■ Following the successful study day, 
the groups’ next guest lecturer was 
Oliver Everett (pictured below right 
with society members) speaking on 
“King George III: the most cultured 
monarch, art collector, friend of Amer¬ 
ica and family man”. 

George III is unjustly remembered 
solely as having been mad and having 
lost the American colonies but Oliver 
helped correct this impression with his 



well illustrated talk. 

His lecture on the role of George III 
and his passion for the arts was both in¬ 
formative and humorous. 

George III and his wife Charlotte were 
married for 57 years and had 15 chil¬ 
dren, two of whom died in early child¬ 
hood, but he will always be remembered 
for his commitment to the arts, becom¬ 
ing the head of the Royal Academy. 

Amongst George Ill’s many achieve¬ 
ments, he acquired the future Bucking¬ 
ham Palace and re-habited Windsor 
Castle, both of which underwent exten¬ 
sive building works.

SIMPLE 60 SECOND CLEANING TIPS 


CLEAN a Mirror: You don't have to buy glass 
cleaners and paper towels to clean your mir¬ 
rors. Just some vinegar and an old newspaper 
is all you need to keep your mirrors shining as 
new. Your house will look cleaner if the mirrors 
are clean. 

Cleaning the Oven: Does your oven get 
used every day? Someday if you're not using 
your oven, give it a quick spray of oven cleaner 
and keep it like that till the next day. Before 
you turn on your oven the next day, give it a 
quick wipe down. The baked on stuff comes 
off much easier than ever. 

Cleaning the Microwave: Cleaning a mi¬ 
crowave is easy. Fill up a cup of water and put 
it in there on high for a few minutes. The 
steam from the cup will loosen any stuck-on 
food, and then you can just wipe it away.

Cleaning the Fridge: First toss out any bad 
food.

Fill a plas¬ 
tic bag with vinegar and place it over shower 
head to remove hard water buildup.

Toilet Hygiene: First pour some cleaner in 
the bowl to soak. Then wipe down the seat 
and outside of the bowl with an antibacterial 
wipe or spray cleaner. After that scrub the 
bowl with a toilet brush and finally wipe down 
everything again with a dry cloth to make it 
shine.

Have you filed your 2014 Tax Return? 


THE deadline for submitting your Self Assessment tax 
return for 2013-14 has passed. The online filing date, 
after which penalties apply, was midnight, 31 January 
2015. 

Penalties for individuals: 

If you failed to make the filing deadline a range of 
penalties becomes payable, or potentially payable, 
how much will depend on how quickly you bring your 
affairs up-to-date. 

Penalties are progressive: they apply from 1 day 
(£100), 3 months (£10 per day - £900), 6 months (a fur¬ 
ther £300 or 5% of the outstanding tax if greater) and 
12 months (a further £300 or a further 5% of the out¬ 
standing tax if greater) after 31 January 2015 for the 
2014 return. In serious cases you may be asked to pay

100% of the tax due instead. 

The above penalties are in addition to any penalties 
and interest for paying tax late. 

Penalties for partners: 

There is a nasty sting in the tail for partners who fail to 
submit their partnership Self Assessment return on 
time. Even though a partnership tax return is one doc¬ 
ument each partner will be charged a penalty for late 
filing. If a partner is also late in filing their own tax re¬ 
turn then separate penalties will apply.

How to Save Money 

SAVING money is one of those tasks that's so much eas¬ 
ier said than done.There's more to it than spending less 
money (although that part alone can be challenging). 
How much money will you save, where will you put it, 
and how can you make sure it stays there? Here's how 
to set realistic goals, keep your spending in check, and 
get the most for your money. 

1. Kill your debt first: Simply calculating how much 
you spend each month on your debts will illustrate that 
eliminating debt is the fastest way to free up money. 
Once the money is freed from debt payment, it can eas¬ 
ily be re-purposed to savings. Plus, the sooner you pay 
off debt, the less interest you'll pay, and that money can 
be saved instead. 

2. Set savings goals: If you want to buy a house, 


determine how much of a down payment you'll 
need. For long-term goals, such as retirement, 
you'll need to do a lot more planning (figuring 
out how much money you'll need to live comfort¬ 
ably for 20 or 30 years after you stop working). 

3. Establish a time-frame: For example: "I want 
to be able to buy a house two years from today." 
Set a particular date for accomplishing shorter- 
term goals, and make sure the goal is attainable 
within that time period. If it's not attainable, you'll 
just get discouraged. 

4. Figure out how much you'll have to save 
per month, to attain each of your savings 
goals: Take each thing you want to save for and 
figure out how much you need to start saving 
now. For most savings goals, it's best to save the 
same amount each period. For example, if you 
want to put a £20,000 down payment on a home 
in 36 months (three years), you'll need to save 
about £550 per month every month. But if your 
paychecks amount to £1000, it might not be a re¬ 
alistic goal, so adjust your time-frame until you 
come up with an approachable amount. 

5. Keep a record of your expenses: What you 
save falls between two activities and their differ¬ 
ence: how much you make and how much you 
spend. Since you have more control over how 
much you spend, it's wise to take a critical look at 
your expenses. Write down everything you spend 
your money on for a couple weeks or a month. Be 
as detailed as possible, and try not to leave out 
small purchases. 

• Get in the habit of recording expenses and 
saving the receipts. (There are also apps you can 
download to your phone that will help you keep 
track of your expenses).

THE latest exhibition at llminster 
Arts Centre brings four talented and 
well-established Gloucestershire 
based artists to Somerset.

DESPITE a lack of an indoor or outdoor 
velodrome type track in the South West, the 
1st Chard Wheelers have seen tremendous 
performances racked up on the track thanks 
to a £5,500 grant from EDF Energy for spe¬ 
cialist wheels and equipment to enable their 
youth members to race at a national level.
